MAN BADLY HURT 
IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Roadster Carrying Three 
Young 
When It Plunges Into a 
Bank of Cinders. 


When a roadster, speeding 30 miles 
an hour, cut Peachtree road just north 
of Buckhead, Ga., and carrying three 
young men plunged headlong last night 
into a high bank of cinders that had 
been piled near the curbing, the car 
“turned turtle” before landing in the 
middle of the street car tracks, com- 
pletely demolished, and pinning two of 
the occupants underneath, seriously 
injuring one of them. 

The accident occurred about 10:30 
o’clock directly in front of the home 
of County Chief of Police George 


Mathieson, who was one of the first 
to render aid to the injured and in 
whose home two of them were treated 
by a Buckhead physician. 

E. S. Bagwell, 
police to be an employee of the Grand 
Moving Picture company, was ‘pulled 
from underneath the machine by coun- 
ty officers in an apparently dying con- 
dition. 

County Chief .of Police Mathieson 
rushed his automobile out of his ga- 
rage and County Officers R. B. Haynie 
and J. ‘O. McCrary carried Bagwell 
to the Georgian hospital. 

At the hospital Dr. J. L. Howell, 
who examined him, declared that Bag- 
well had sustained a possible fracture 
of the skull, a fractured knee, lacerat- 
ed. ear, deep cut on right leg and 
bruised neck. However, hopes for his 
recovery are held. 

Bagwell owned the roadster, which 
was driven by A. G. Vaughan, a rail- 
road man of Macon Ga., who escaped 
injury beyond a slight cut on his knee, 
although he, too, was pinned under 
the machine. 

D. C. Vaughan, a Macon hotel man 
and a brother to the driver, was thrown 
a number of feet, but escaped serious 
injury. ‘ 

The Vaughan brothers went into the 
home of Chief Mathieson, where Dr. 
P. L. Adams, a Buckhead physician, 
who was summoned, dressed their few 
cuts and bruises. Later they came into 
the city on a street car. 

County Officers Haynie ang McCrary 
were at Buckhead at the me the 
roadster passed through that town. 
When the county officers heard a ter- 
rific crash they jumped into the car 
of Dr.C. E. Tumlin, which was passing, 
and asked him to drive out Peachtree 
road, and were the first to arrive to 
aid the injured automodilists. The 
county officers and Tumlin “jacked” 
the roadster up and pulled the men 
from underneath !{t. Dr. Tumlin went 


to the Georgian hospital with Bagwell 
and the officers.

Girls Are in Mourning 
Because /Oddest Hotel 
Will Close on August 28 


New York, August 6.—Warning that 
the oddest hotel in New York will be 
closed on August 28, when more than 
50 workings girls are to be sent ashore 
from the ship Jacob A. Stamler, today 
caused much .unhappiness among the 
occupants of the floating hotel. A 
notice posted on the bulletin board on 
the Stamler’s deck read that Arbuckle’s 
Deep Sea Hotel company has decided 
to retire from the hotel business and 
will serve no meals after August 28. 

For years the Stamler has been a 
home for girls employed in shops and 
stores at a cost to them varying from 
$2.80 to $3.50 a week. Many of them 
earned only $4 a week, and fourteen 
of the girls are now unemployed. 

The eilty fire department had or- 
dered changes to be made in the 
Stamler, and it was said that the com- 
pany did not wish to go to the expense 
of making them, The old ship, built 
in 1867, was purchased by John Ar- 
buckle in 1901 and for several years 
has been moored ata pier in the East 
river as a home for girls.

Senator Harrison’s Bill, Pro- 

viding for a Commission, 
First Amended and Then 
Adopted by Senate Com- 
mittee, 


Senator Harrison’s bill, providing for 
a committee to investigate the extension 
of/the Western and Atlantic railroad 
to the sea, was reported favorably by a 
unanimous vote of the senate Western 
and Atlantic committee Friday after- 


noon. be 
On the suggestion of Senators Akin 
and Way, the bill was amended so as to 
restrict the investigating commission 
to no particular location of the sea- 
board terminus. The amendment pro- 
vides that the committee make inquiry 
as to the advisability of establishing a 
terminus at Brunswick and of possibly 
purchasing the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic road. 
School Book Sipplies. 

The education committee, of which 
Senator Ransom is chairman, recom- 
mended for passage a bill by Senator 
Ransom providing to authorize county 
and local school boards of education to 
furnish school books and school sup- 
plies to pupils attending public schools; 
to fix fees for the same, and to sell the 
same to pupils. 

Another bill reported favorably’ by 
substitute was a measure which has 
called farth a great deal of discussion 
at this legislature. It provides for the 
enlargement of the powers and duties 
of the state board of education by au- 
thorizing this body to have a text pre- 
pared, through. purchase, royalty, or 
otherwise, and to authorize that board 
of education, by renting or leasing 
printing plates, to have printed an- 
other text for use in the schools of 
Georgia. The measure further pro- 
vides “for the selection, preparation, 
publication, distribution and adoption 
of said texts.” 

Senator McCrory considers thig one of 
the most important pieces of legisla- 
tion considered at this session. He 
stated that Superintendent of Schools 
M. L. Brittain would,in all probability, 
agree tothe bill passed, but that if Mr. 
Brittain had any objection, he (Senator 
McCrory) would amend the measure to 
satisfy the state school superintendent. 

A number of book concerns have sent 
representatives before the committee 
to argue against this legislation. It 
was finally decided to appoint a sub- 
committee, consisting of Senators Boy- 
kin, Burnside and McCrory, who have 
reported this bill.

RUSSIANS HOLD 
GREAT FORTRESS. 


Petrograd, August 6.—(Via London.) 
Novogeorgievsk, 19 miles northwest of 
Warsaw, still remains in Russian 
hands today, notwithstanding the 
evacuation of the Polish capital, ac- | 
cording to information received by the | 
tussian war office.

Economy can sometimes be carried en- 
tirely too far. 

We believe this has been done in the 
case of the appropriation for the Georgia 
School of Technology; which the house of 
representatives has cut from $100,000 as it 
stood in the appropriations bill reported by 
the committee to $80,000, which is $10,000 
less than the institution was given for main- 
tenance last year and the year before. 

If there is one institution in the state 
which has done it splendid service it is. 
Georgia Tech. The people of Georgia them- 
selves recognize this fact and have given 
to it unstintingly. It ‘is less than a year 
since a fund of. $80,000 was raised in At- 
lanta to build a new power plant which the 
state refused. to provide and into which 
northern and eastern machinery concerns 
have agreed to place $125,000 worth of 
valuable property. 

This magnificent plant, costing approxi- 
mately $200,000, the most expensive gift 
ever made to a Georgia institution, is offered 
gratis to the state if it will only provide for 
its maintenance and operation. For this 
purpose the legislature has been asked for 
only $10,000, when the proper care and oper- 
ation of the plant would require twice that 
sum. If this $10;000 is denied the_ plant 
must remain inactive and useless. 

The house of representatives has not 
only refused to give this $10,000 which was 
authorized by the appropriations committee, 
but has taken another $10,000 off the reg- 
ular appropriation heretofore allowed the 
institution. 
to be the legislative policy, as important 
state institutions grow in service, to cut 
them down in the wherewithal to pay their 
way. 

This is neither the feeling nor the desire 
of the people of Georgia. They believe in 
economy, but they are not parsimonious. 

The Georgia senate will make a serious 
mistake if it does not restore this appropria- 
tion to a Georgia institution that more than 
deserves it, and then insist upon the restora- 
tion.

JUVENILE COURTS. 

The measure proposed by the Chatham 
county delegation with reference to the ju- 
venile courts in Atlanta and Savannah, 
which has passed the house, embodies the 
best ideas which experience has developed 
in this department of child-saving. 

Georgia has had a children’s court act 
since 1908. The system, however, is de- 
fective. It is not sufficiently comprehensive; 
it fails to provide for the punishment of 
adults who contribute to the neglect or de- 
linguency of children, and its usefulness is 
impaired by the requirement of most of the 
forms of criminal procedure. The existing 
law is, in fact, if not’ in intent, merely a 
softened criminal statute; it can be made 
tender or severe, according to the personal- 
ity of the judge, and its purpose can be 
nullified by the technicalities of unsympa- 
thetic lawyers. 

The bill before the legislature marks a 
distinct and most desirable advance. It 
proposes to do away with juries, indict- 
ments and all the other signs and symbols 
of the common law. It broadens the juris- 
diction so-that it may exclusively cover all 
cases’ involving the welfare of children. It 
confers the power of punishing adults who 
have wronged or degraded youth. - In short, 
this act contemplates the establishment of 
_a court where the right of the. state as 
parens patriae will be exercised for the 
benefit and protection of its children, where 
the sole question will be as to the proper 
method of helping the child, of improying

| the conditions under which it has lived, or 
of entirely removing it from a harmful en- 
vironment. In such a court children are 
treated as wards to be guarded, not as crim- 
inals to be punished, and so are preserved 
against the sure effects of delinquency and 
neglect as bodied forth in a criminal career, 

Courts of last resort throughout the 
country have held similar acts to be sound. 
| Denial of trial by jury will not operate 
against it, because the child is not charged 
with any offense. Nor does the fact that 
only a few counties will .be affected make 
for discrimination. The conditions  sur- 
rounding children in large cities, the 
temptations that beset them, the increased, 
insidious peril of their lives, justify what- 
ever distinction may be involved. A Mis- 
souri court has held that such an arrange- 
ment is a valid exercise of legislative power. 
i We are dealing with a highly tender and 
important subje¢t. Every citizen must feel 
a deep interest} in the betterment of the 
condition of the/children of ‘the state. The 
perpetuity of good government depends on 
the care and attention given those into 
whose hands it must eventually fall, and the 


proposed legislation is built upon those 


lines. 


VACATION ON THE FARM. 

There are all sorts of ideas and sugges- 
tions as to healthful, profitable employment 
for schoolboys during the vacation season, 
and among the best of these is the plan of 
the Philadelphia board of education, which 
has been to secure employment for city 
boys on. farms. The Philadelphia Press 
gives this outline of the plan:

Acting with the consent of the 
boys’ parents, the board makes its as- 
signments to the various farms, taking 
care that the boy shall be assured good 
board and proper supervision and that 
his religious beliefs do not conflict 
with those of the farmer to whom he 
is sent. 


Attention is called to the fact that the 
boys themselves have enthusiastically wel- 
comed the suggestion, for “by most city 
boys a summer in the country is hailed as 
a glorious opportunity, and they return in 
the fall hardier and happier.”’ 

Just as the boys of the fields long. for 
city sights and sounds, so the city-born boys 
yearn for the fresh delights of country life. 
Under this plan boys who are willing work- 
ers are assured of good, temporary homes 
and, besides the novelty of the experience, 
there is a certain pride of independence in 
the knowledge that they are paying their 
way, and incidentally getting an agricultural 
education.

A PAN-AMERICAN QUESTION. 

The Mexican situation is no longer a 
question of interference by the United 
States with the internal affairs of a neigh- 
bor republic; it is a Pan-American problem. 

One of the chief obstacles heretofore ex- 
isting against the use of the good offices 
of the United States has been that any in- 
terference with the interna! affairs of any 
one of the Latin-American republics has 
been regarded as an affront to them all. 

Through the wisdom and foresight of 
President Wilson this obstacle has been 
successfully removed by making the Mex- 
ican trouble a question for Pan-American 
solution. The Latin-American republics of 
South America have interests in Mexico, as 
well as this government; they are also 
aware of the importance of adequate pro- 
tection to citizens of foreign nations and 
their property rights. 

The gathering of a Pan-American con- 
ference to solve the problem of disruption 
in Mexico is evidence of a strengthened and 
growing confidence in the purpose of the 
United States. They have heretofore thought 
that our ultimate aim was sinister and that 
we sought.territorial aggrandizement. They 
know now that we have no such purpose. 
They learned it in the case of Cuba, and 
with the lapse of time and our own efforts 
to help them strengthen themselves, that 
confidence has grown rapidly. 

Not only did the representatives of the 
South American republics meet willingly 
with our own state department to consider 
the "Mexican problem, but they, have in- 
sisted that peace must be restored in that 
republic’ at whatever cost, and promised 
that they will co-operate with the United 
States in bringing about that restoration. 

This joining of forces on the part of the 
Latin-American republics with the United 
States to read a lesson to Mexico will have 
greater moral weight with the revolution‘sts 
of that country than anything else could 
have done. They will realize at last that 
the demand for the restoration of peace and 
constitutional government in that country 
means business. It” will have more weight 
than any utterance heretofore promulgated 
on the subject. 

There is no question that the recent 
financial Pan-American conference held in 
Washington contributed much to the possi- 
bility of this united attitude as to Mexican 
affairs. That conference certainly brought 
all the American republics closer together, 
and inspired a mutual confidence stronger 
than any which has heretofore existed. 

There may be seen in this united purpose 
as to péace in Mexico a possible union of 
interests that will end for all time the use- 
less and disrupting revolutions to the south 
of us that are attributable alone to the ul- 
terior schemes of ambitious hotheads.

Many Mules Refused 
By Men Representing 
British Government 


Atlanta stock dealers are greatly 
disappointed over the action of the in- 
spectors for the British government 
in turning down from fifty to sixty 
per. cent of the mules that are being 
offered for service in the European 
war. 

On Thursday 200 head of mules were 
at the Miller Union Stock 


Inspections at the stock yards of I. N. 
Ragsdale were followed by about the 
same _ result. 

The inspection is being made by H. 
L. Scott and R. F. Wall, the latter a 
veterinarian; but both here from Eng- 
land. George S. Stroud, of Kansas 
City, Mo., representing the American 
concern which has the contract. with 
the foreign government, is also here 
superintending the inspection. 

The inspectors require mules not less 
than fifteen hands and one inch, nor 
more than sixteen hands and two 
‘inches in height. They must weigh 
not less than 1,000 nor more than 

,290 pounds. Those that pass inspec- 
tion are branded on the right shoul- 
der with a capital U and on the left 
fore foot with the letter C. 

There are now more than 2,000 mules 
at the local yards being offered for 
sale to the inspectors. It is not 
known how many will be inspected, 
nor when the first train load will be 
shipped. 


$100 Reward Offered 
For Unknown Parties 
Who Dynamited Vats 


The governor on Friday offered a 
reward of $100 for the capture of un- 
known parties who have dynamited 
cattle-dipping vats, used for eradicat- 
ing cattle titk, in Lumpkin county. 

Two vats have been dynamited in 
Lumpkin county within the last week. 
One was blown up on the night of July 
and the other was destroyed by 
the same means on the night of Au- 
gust 3. No cause is known for the 
act, and every effort is being made to 
apprehend the dynamiters.

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MEXICAN OUTLAWS 
RAID AND MURDER 


Man and Son Killed Near 
‘Brownsville—U. S. Troop- 
ers and Texas Rangers 
Seeking the Murderers. 


Brownsville, Texas, August 6.—Two 
arrests were made tonight by United 
States custom river guards in connec- 
tion with the killing today by alleged 
Mexican bandits of Al Austin and his 
son, Charles, at Sebastian, a village 
-37 miles north of Brownsville. Al Aus- 
tin was president of the Law and Or- 
der league. 

The names ofthetwo menwho were 
taken into custody near Sebastian are 
not known here.. They were placed in 
jail at San Benito, Texas, it is report- 
ed, and a heavy guard placed around 
them because of fear of violence. 

United States cavalrymen, Texas 
rangers and posses hurried to Sebas- 
tian and began search for the twelve 
raiders. 

Adjutant General Henry Hutchins, 
of Texas, visited Sebastian late today 
and personally investigated conditions 
there, and it is said here tonight, 
recommended to Governor Ferguson 
that a sufficient force of the Texas 
national guard be sent to Cameron 
county to afford protection against 
the outlaws. 

A young American named Millard, 
who witnessed the killing of Austin 
and his son, has furnished the officials 
of Cameron county with information, 
it is said, which leads them to be- 
lieve that Mexican residents on the 
Texas side of the Rio Grande are at 
least partly responsible for recent acts 
of outlawry charged to: raiders from 
the Mexican side. 

The Law and Order league recently 
forced several men of bad reputation 
to leave Sebastian, which is little more 
than a scattering of farm houses with 
some cross roads stores. <Austin and 
his son were running a corn sheller 
today when armed Mexicans galloped 
up and took both into the brush near- 
by. There Austin and hig son were 
killed. 

Yesterday a band of Mexicans raided 
a ranch in the Sebastian section, steal- 
ing five horses. 

Seeking Rendezvous of Bandits. 

Houston, Texas, August 6.—Texas 
rangers and state soldiers tonight are 
making for a reported rendezvous of 
Mexican bandits near the old town of 
Arroyo, according to information re- 
ceived from Harlingen, with the ob- 
ject of frustrating an alleged plot to 
raid the Armendiaz ranch east of Har- 
lingen.

Government Set Aside $25,- 
000,000 to Remove Mills and 


Factories to the Interior. 


London, August 6—‘The Russian 
war office has set aside $25,000,000 to 
help pay the cost, of the removal of 
Warsaw mills and factories to the in- 
terior of the empire,” says the Petro- 
grad correspondent of The Times. 

“The Warsaw retreat is less the 
direct outcome of engagements on the 
Blonie line and-in the Nowogeorgiewsk 
region than the result of the strategic 
situation as a whole.
